1. I am one of the co- inventors of the subject 
matter described and claimed in the above- identified 
application.

7. At the relevant time, K. Fostiropoulous was a 
doctoral student conducting experiments in my research group in 
the laboratories at the Max-Planck Institute in Heidelberg, 
Germany towards completion of his doctorate from the University 
of Heidelberg in Germany. 

8. Although K. Fostiropoulous performed experiments 
described in the article, those experiments described therein 
which he performed were conducted under my direction and 
supervision. 

9. It is my opinion that and I have been advised by 
counsel that K. Fostiropoulous is not an inventor of the 
subject matter described in the publication. 

10. I further declare that all statements made 
herein of my own knowledge are true and that all statements 
made on information and belief are believed to be true; and 
further that these statements were made with the knowledge that 
willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 
of the United States Code, and that such willful false 
statements may jeopardize the validity of the above -referenced 
application or any patent issuing thereon.
